The prisoners were 
taken into custody at Rouyn following 
a clash between strikers and police 
during which the riot act was read. 

Jail facilities at Rouyn were inade- 
quate to house the crowds. Four 
General Airways pilots were sworn in 
as special constables and each was ac- 
companied by a heavily armed officer 

Police said that the movement was 
carried out without 4 hitch. Nervous 
bushmen. many of whom had never 
been in a ‘plane before. made no pro- 
test as the flights started from Rouyn 
Shortly after noon the new jail was 
packed with excited prisoners. happy 
to be out of the air even though it 
meant they were behind bars.

head of choice feeder cattle 
from ranchers by a prominent 
cattle importer 

The purchased in the Leth- 
bridge and central Alberta district 
will be taken with farmer feeders for 
the winter and shipped to the Old 
Country in the spring when in prime 
condition. 


The rancher is paid cash for the 
eattle and the farmer will receive 
seven cents a pound for the gain made 
while the are in the feeding 
lot.

GAS-STORAGE OF BACON 


all scale experiments on the gas- 
age of bacon show, says the Cold 


Storage News Letter issued by the 
Dominion iry and Cold Storage 
Branch, that bacon can be stored suc- 


cessfully in commercial carbon dioxide 
for nine weeks at 5 degrees C. (41 
degrees F.). the carbon dioxide ap- 
pearing to have a specific effect in 
preventing “taint.” since the lean of 
similar bacon stored in nitrogen was 
tainted after thirty-one days. The 
absence of oxygen also prevents ran- 
cidity and gives better appearance to 
the bacon 

While frozen pork keeps remarkably 
well. chilled pork fetches better prices, 
and gas-storage experiments have ac- 
cordingly been extended to pork In 
one experiment a2 whole carcass of 
pork was stored at M2 degrees Fah. 
1 degree Centigrade) for seventeen 
weeks. During this time the lowest 
concentration of carbon dioxide in the 
storage atmosphere was 92 per cent 
and the highest concentration of oxy- 
zen 2.1 per cent. According to expert 
opinion, the freshly cut surfaces were 
indistinguishable from fresh pork 
Although these experiments have been 
highly successful in the laboratory. the 
practicability of the commercial use of 
gas-storage for pork is as yet un- 
proven, the main difficulty being to 
keep holds or large stores gas-tight

JUSTICE IN THE UNITED STATES) 
(Detroit News) | 


The people are well aware that 
something fe terribly wrong with our 
eriminal procedure. They know thet 
in England an accused man comes to 
trial within a few days; that a jury 
is obtained immediately; that the trial 
judge permits no evasions of any sort; 
jthat a trial is exceptional that runs 
beyond two or three days: that unless 
some extraordinary error is found, the 
appeal (which is usually taken as a 
matter of principle. to make justice 
doubly exact) will be denied: and that 
sentence and its execution in full are! 
assured. 

They know that the same system 
prevails in our neighbor, Canada. They | 
| know that these countries, which speak i 
the same language we do, and adhere | 
‘to the same controlling principles of | 
}law, are comparatively free from 
jerime. They ask why the United 
| States does not follow the examples 
|set by these similar communities 

The answer lies with the legal pro- 
fession. Its members know what is 
wrong. They hold meetings and dis- 
cuss and debate and suggest, and ap-! 
point investigating and advisory com- 
mittees, and occasionally tinker cau- 
tiously and fastidiousty with the codes 
of procedure. 

But everything they do shows a 
basic unwillingness to face the realities | 
of the problem. One would think that 
they were football authorities. trying

to settle whether the goal posts ought
